I which yield the best quality of fruit. 
Halsey national forest is only in its beginning 
stage a§, yet. It embraces a total acreage of 100,000, 
' which will ultimately become a solid area of timber* 
I land, But the benefits of this planting extend much 
. farther. 
By demonstrating that natural conditions 
i in Nebraska are not unfavorable to timber growth, 
the federal government has encouraged fanners and 
ranchers throughout the “sandhill country" to plant 
trees on their own account; and everywhere through 
that region they are doing so. 
Other states which had an abundance of timber in 
the beginning are largely denuded of It today, be­ 
cause their people failed to realise the value of trees. 
In Nebraska, which had to create Its own forestry 
there Is a keener appreciation of them; and the work 
being done by the federal government at Halsey has 
the IOO per cent Indorsement of its citisens.

DILEMMA. 


If Herbert Hoover had had his way during the 
last national campaign, it Is certain the fulsome 
eulogies of his business genius, his Industrial wts- 
ardry, his super attainments to lead this nation along 
new paths of prosperity would never have been 
delivered. 
In the first place Mr Hoover Is a modest and 
retiring man. More than that he and every intelli­ 
gent man realises that the emphasis placed upon his 
business qualifications by his enthusiastic advocates 
could only serve to make his task the more difficult. 
Hts constituency naturally will expect more of him 
than they otherwise would lf some of his over-zeal- 
ous friends had not been so vociferous In proclaim­ 
ing him the best-qualified business leader to be 
nominated for the presidency since the days of the 
founding fathers. 
For Mr. Hoover, since assuming office a year ago 
next March, has found the going tough. 
A well­ 
known Nebraska business man, and a republican, 
perhaps, most accurately described the popular feel­ 
ing In business circles when Im declared that many 
of Mr. Hoover’s ardent disciples had been "let down." | 
It Is another way of saying that hopes have not been j 
fulfilled. Business and Industry has had Its worries 
and anxieties. 
Agriculture today has a more pro- j 
flounced brown taste In Its mouth than It had when 1 
Mr. Hoover took the oeth of office—notwithstanding 
his special congressional session to consider the prob­ 
lem of the farmer Is over and the farm board Is func­ 
tioning.

I CELESS DUPLICATION OF OFFICES. 
Consolidations and mergers are going on all over 
the country, al] the time. Captains of Industry, trails- 
! ports Hon and communication magnates and direc- 
I tors are constantly centralising control, the purpose 
j being the elimination of overlapping effort and use- 
j less duplication of service, thus reducing the cost of 
| production and distribution. Movements in this direc­ 
tion were frowned upon, and in fact strenuously 
! antagonised a few years ago, but in the last few 


j years the economic advantage of the system has 
come to be generally recognised, and consolidations 
are urged, rather than opposed. 
There Is one merger, however, which, though it has 
been strongly advocated In Lincoln for many year*. 
and preparations made for bringing it about, has 
never been consummated. 
That la the consolida- 
• Hon of the office of city treasurer with that of the 
county treasurer. Attention is called to this matter 
by thb report that the county official has during the 
past year collected for the city the sum of approxi­ 
mately 1115,000 
j 
The report of these collections shows that they 
; belong to a variety of funds. When they were re- 
j reived at the office of Treasurer Albers It was neces­ 
sary to separate them, showing just how much went 
to each fund, and now that they have been received 
at the office of Mr. Balr at the city hall, this process 
; must be repeated. 
Here Is a duplicate of effort and a toss of time for 
which there seems to be no reasonable excuse. The 
arguments In favor of the consolidation of these two 
offices have been made so frequently that they are 
familiar to all and there Is no apparent reason for 
repeating them at this time. A taxpayer of Lincoln 
should not be required to pay a part of his taxes 
at the city hall ami another part at the court house, 
and this is especially true when a portion of those 
paid at the latter place must eventually be turned 
over to the city. 
The situation is especially aggravating, now that 
several of the suburban municipalities have been 
merged with the old city of Lincoln.

Col­ 
lege View and Normal must visit both the city hall 
and the court house, with no valid excuse for the 
existence of such condition. 
Steps should at once be taken to bring about a 
consolidation of these offices.

Mr. Hoover has let the farmers down, 
and white it is not too late to remedy his mistake, 
he will have to bestir himself lf he Is to avoid alien­ 
ating hundreds of thousands who took him at his 
word. 
It must be particularly galling to Mr. Hoover, with 
his vast business training In world affairs, to reflect 
that his predecessor, who had scarcely journeyed be­ 
yond the boundaries of New England, aseaped all of 
the trials and tribulations which have fallen upon the 
president's shoulders since last March. Mr. Coolidge 
was fortunate enough to have most satisfactory in­ 
dustrial and business conditions, although there was 
dissatisfaction on the farm. 
Now the farmer Isnt 
feeling any better than he did under Mr. Coolidge 
white the industrialist Is yelling at the top ca his 
voice. He wants higher tariffs and he insists busi­ 
ness should be speeded up. He wants Mr. Hoover to 
strut his stuff snd the president hasn't obliged. If 
he has any magic he could not use It to better ad­ 
vantage than now. 


THE CHASTENED MOHER. 
In New York, Senator Oeorge Moses, said he hesi­ 
tated to criticize the farmer. He Is the same Moses, 
who spoke of representatives of the Central West In 
congress and their people, as "sons of wild jackasses.** 
His chastened spirit will be duly noted but It will 
not fool anyone. Senator Moses was speaking In role 
when he expressed his disgust some months ago. 
simply because some of the farmers were pressing 
for a readjustment of the tariff. He is a hard-nosed, 
uncompromising, reactionary. Industrialist. 
But he 
Is not a jackass. He Is far too smart to repeat his 
first mistake. 
Senator Moses and his associates can demonstrate 
their friendliness to the fanner in a fashion far more 
effecUve than soft words. If the senator read the 
deliberations of that body in which he has member­ 
ship yesterday he will note the senate put in the day 
by increasing the duty on straw hats snd by com­ 
promising on the requested increase in rates on wom­ 
en's fancy handkerchiefs. That is ’’farm relief" for 
you. Certainly the farmer in Nebraska will be en­ 
couraged to know that the duty on straw hats has 
been increased and the good housewife will rejoice 
to hear that the vital Issue of a higher duty on fancy 
handkerchiefs has been settled. 
To refresh Senator Moses’ memory there is only 
one expression which the Central Western farmer 
cares to hear from him and It can be briefly sum­ 
marized In this fashion: 
"The republican party promised to readjust tariff 
duties on agricultural products to equalize conditions 
ss between farming and industrial operations. It Is

Nebraska, once the state of treeless plains, is at 
last coming into the heritage which would have been 
hers by natural right except for the devastating 
prairie fires that used to sweep across the western 
country every year In the days when Indians, buffalo 
and coyotes were the principal occupants of the terri­ 
tory now comprised with her borders. 
Every surviving old settler who remembers how 
barren of timber the region was when he came here 
to take up his home will feel a keen interest In the 
news from Halsey that pine trees are now growing 
so thickly upon a 15.000-acre tract of the national 
forest in Thomas county that two out of every three 
must be cut out to leave enough room for the othei** 
to develop. 
Every one of these trees Is there today, not aa a 
result of natural seeding, but because they were 
planted on the ground by men in the United States 
forestry service. The forest is entirely a product of 
human planning and labor. 
Where it stands was 
formerly a semi-desert expanse of sand, with here 
and there a few patches of grass. It is only twenty 
years since the first pines were set out there; but in 
that short time they have thrived to such an extent 
that a radical thinning out is needed. 
UnUl the work of developing an artificial forest In 
Thomas county began, it was generally supposed that 
timber would not grow there, and the same tradi­ 
tion prevailed over a large portion of Nebraska. That 
idea Ls now proven entirely a mistaken one. 
Ne­ 
braska s soil and climate are apiarently favorable to 
arboriculture; rn lac it is quite evident now that 
if the state had not been in the path of prairie fires 
before Its settlement the pioneers would have lound
